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G.S.R. 314(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (a) and (b) of 
sub-section (1) and sub-section (2) of section 4 of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 
of 1908), the Central Government hereby extends the said Act to the port of New 
Tuticorin and declares that the limits thereof shall, for the purpose of the said 
Act. be as stated below: — 

On the North: — 

(a; line Joining the northern boundary pillars THP 26 and THP 27 of the 
Tuticorin Harbour Estate, 

(b) thence along the high water mark upto the outer edge of the North 

Breakwater, 

(c) thence along the outer edge of the same Breakwater where it meets the 

Parallel of latitude 8 0 45' North, 

(d) thence along the parallel of latitude 8° 45' North to a position in latitude 

8“ 45' North and longtitude 78° 2l' East. 

On the East :—- 

line joining a position in latitude 8° 45' North longitude 78° 21' East to a" 

position in latitude 8° 41' 40" North longitude 78° 20' 20" East. 

On the South: — 

line due west from a position in latitude 8° 41' 40" North longitude 78" 20' 
East to where it meets the point 45.72 metres from the high water mark 
on the shore. 

On the West; — 

(a) thence along a line 45.72 metres on the shore from high water murk 

upto the southern acquisition boundary pillar THP 1 of the Tuticorin 
Harbour Estate, 

(b) thence along the southern acquisition boundary between boundary 

pillars THP 1 to THP 8. 

(c) thence along the western acquisition boundary between boundary pillars 

THP 6 to 'THP 21, 

(d) thence along the northern edge of the railway siding to Harbour between 

boundary pillars THP 21 to THP 24, 

(e) thence along the western edge of the western flood bank of the Koram- 

pallam Surplus Course between the boundary pillars T1IP 24 to THP 25, 

(f) thence along the high water mark where it meets the outer edge of the 

railway siding leading to North Breakwater, 

(g) thence along the outer edge of the railway siding to North Breakwater 

where it meets the high water mark, 

(h) thence along the high water mark upto the northern acquisition boundary 

pillar THP 28 of the Tuticorin Harbour Estate. 

The above mentioned limits shall include all wharves and other works made 
on behalf of the public for convenience of traffic, for safety of vessels, or for the 
Improvement, maintenance of good government of the port and Its approaches, 
whether within or without high water mark and, subject to any rights of private 
property therein, any portion of the shore or bank within 45.72 metres of high 
water mark.
